sion of colored men front the recent
Republican State Convention nt Greens
boro That convention was directed and
controlled by the lily white element
White delegates only were admitted
and colored cont ftants for their seats
were excluded

Several years ago In Ohio which has a
much smaller colored voting population
titan North Carolina 20000 in a total
vote of moro than a million a somewhat
similar question arose and a number
of negro Republicans of the State com-
bined in the organization of the Negro
Protective party which ran H full
ticket in 1S97 The vote polled was
small but large enough to secure to
tire colored Republicans of Ohio later
more favorable consideration in the
southern counties of tire State where
they are most numerous

way in some of the districts of Alabama
